As can be seen from the traz»latlpn o£ 
anoliosure A, Ziti^ISf/l's mother Is directed to send an innocuous text 
cablegram to a XRBARK dr^ ^ms iadloating ZILBtQCp/l's arrival. Soidosafe 
B directs her to call a name and xus^ber (to be filled in by ^ ) so 
that she can alert C ^ directly. It Is felt that c. -J may not 

prefer to use the latter jcaxdant becsoase of possible coogpromise of the 
instaHation, therefore, the two ehoiaoh* 

6. Xt Is regpa^ ited that one or the other of tbs enclosures be 
dalirered to fUBOBl/l's mother and that Haadquertera be notified by cable 
when this is atutoopliidied and which enclosure was utUlksd. tUfiOBl/l's 
mother reportedly knows only brcdimn German and pxwmtioally no Swedish.
